Mothers like 
to keep the tiny shoes of 'their ba­ 
bies, especially of their first born 
Travelers like to collect various ar­ 
ticles Hilt will 
remind them of 
their Journeys. 
Those, whom we haw loved and 
lost, ami to whom they may have 
bequeathed some precious item—re­

intrinsic 
merit—we 
cherish forever. 
I would much prefer the desk, 
upon which Dickens wrote "The 
Tale of Two Cities.” or the pen, with 
which Kenneth Graham*, wrote the 
"Wind in the -Willows," than to 
have in my possession the sword of 
(he great Napoleon. A Keepsake 
should be surrounded by an invisible 
halo of happy remembrances. 
Museums, in which man's ad­ 
vancements and triumphs, toward 
ometldug useful and enduring, such 
as the early Inventions of the aero­ 
plane. the automobile, the talking 
machine, Ute radio, the printing 
press, and their kind, 
mean 
far 
more to the mind as a stimulant 
than all the trophies of war and of 
conquest. They’ are the Keepsakes 
of civilization. 
Mr. Henry Ford’s marvelous Mu­ 
se tun of early Americana, at his 
famous Greenfield Village, at Dear­ 
born, Michigan, is really represen­ 
tative of the Keepsakes of a Na­ 
tion. No on* can visit that remark­ 
able collection 
without 
inwardly 
expanding with pride over a people’s 
great advance tn so short a time. 
Tit a t great Museum is a study in 
American character. You see its 
tracks In every created article there. 
And probably the most prized of aii 
those Interesting items, none sur­ 
passing it in interest or as a Keep­ 
sake, is the very’ first small car that 
Mr. Ford built himself. 
Most of the public monuments, 
placed in conspicuous places, are 
actually hideous, but the birthplace 
of a great man, or woman, remains 
as an inspiration to all who view it. 
It becomes a community’s Keep­ 
sake. It is a mistake to wipe out 
sentiment in any location, for there 
it gained its rootage. 
But perhaps our happiest, and 
mast prized, Keepsakes are tho.se in­ 
visible ones that we carry about 
with us in our hearts.

SERIOUS THREAT 


Harrisburg, April 23 (A1)—Pennsyl­ 
vania has been forturiate so far this 
year in escaping serious forest fire 
losses but "every day we go witnout 
rain" will increase the danger.

W hat are the practical facts about 
DDT? 
First, and too m uch em phasis 
cannot be placed on this warning. 
no 
farm er, 
orchardist, 
vegetable 
gardener or flower grower can a f­ 
ford to experim ent w ith DDT. It is 
not a cure-all insecticide. Like most 
other lethal chemicals, its uses for 
control of insect pests are limited 
to a few roles. In no case should 
It be employed where its effective­ 
ness is not known or its safety well 
established by tests m ade under 
proper 
scientific 
supervision. 
In 
other words—Don’t Experim ent with 
DDT. 
Next: it cannot be applied with 
safety on plants to be used as hu­ 
m an food and anim al feed—fruits, 
vegetables whose edible p arts grow 
above the ground, hays, grains and 
fodders. I t should not be applied on 
surfaces where foods and feeds are 
likely to come Into contact with the 
toxic residue. And it Is im portant 
th a t' every person knows tile rea­ 
sons for this warning. 
Like most other insecticides, DDT 
is poisonous. 
But its menace does 
not end with the fact that a min­ 
ute percentage of UM spray or dust 
residue on food or feed will cause 
illness and perhaps death. Its evils 
are cumulative. This means, for ex­ 
ample, that a person may take a 
small amount of DDT Into his di­ 
gestive tract today without notice­ 
able ill effects, a little more tomor­ 
row or the next day, and some on 
following days. Then, quite sudden­ 
ly, the accumulated affects appear 
in serious illness. 
.A nd the danger is not restricted 
to taking DDT Into the body on 
feed, It can be absorbed 
the skin or inhaled with 
the same injurious results. 
Here are six rules for every reader 
to remember in using or contem­ 
plating the use of EDT. 
1. Do not apply DDT on plants 
or parts of plants whose above-the- 
ground parts are to be used later as 
food or feed, as the poisonous resi­ 
due cannot be washed off. 
2. Cover the nose and mouth with 


a mask when applying DDT in 
spray or 
dust 
form, particularly 
when the application is made in­ 
doors or when dangers of inhalation 
are likely outdoors. 
3 Keep hands and face suitably 
covered during applications or wash 
exposed surfaces at once—plenty of 
soap and warm watCT plus vigorous 
scrubbing. 
4. Do not apply DDF sprays or 
dusts on surfaces where food Is 
handled, such aa table tops, shelves, 
bread boards, etc. 
5. DDT m ay bs used safely to 
combat bed bugs. clothes moths and 
a few other household pests where 
the dangers m entioned above are 
not Incurred. 
6. In all cases of doubt, write the 
editor for advice before using this 
new insecticide. And In the m ean­ 
time adopt and remember the rule— 
DON’T EXPERIM ENT WITH DDT.
